to think of them as criminalsp 
hard core trnulile makers, Encor- 
rigibles, a society which has been 
deliberately kepL in ignorante 
about the atrocities committed 
against them. the inhumane 
conditions under which they have 
to live — were forcecl to make a 
last ditch stand in defense of iheir 
just and righteous demands,

holding hostages, they had no 
guns and they could not possib!}' 
get out of the prison proper. 

In an effort to juslify this 
senselésfi mflssacre, prison of¬ 
ficials claimed that the- inmates 
were murdering the hostages. 

Sc.*verat prison guards told news- 
paper reporters they bod per- 
sontiJly wilnessed ininatea cuitin# 
the throata of hostages, and that 
at least one hostage hüd boon 
castr&ted. These were out and out 
lies. 

An autopsy report made by the 
New York State Medtva] Com- 
missionor reported that all the 
de ad men, ïncluding hostages, 
had been killed by gunfire. At a 
pres® conference held shortly 
thereafter, State Correctionê 
Commissioner Oswald w as forced 
Lo admit the tnith of the matter, 
that everyone killed in Attica had 
been killed by gunfire. 

Frison authorities iirdered the 
attack because Lhey were afraid 
that if they mot the inmates' 
demands at Attica, thïa w r outd 
start achain of events ihroughout 
Lhe U.S. prison system and wotild 
inspïre ether inmates to use this 
method to gain theïr just de- 
mands for decent living condi- 
tions. food. w-orking hours and 
wuges. Commissioncr Oswald 
had publicly stated Lhat the issues 
posed by the inmates were the 
most nwesotne challenge he had 
t'aced in a lifetime career in 
criminology.

In that iiffidavit the inmates 
had cd80 stated: ”!a) Ueputy 
Superintendent. . ,may more than 
likely become the scapegotit for 
Lhe death and murder of inmate 
Robinson. This man ïs not 
respnnsible and therefore the 
factors wKich created ibis in- 
inate’s dealh will re ma in to strike 
again. 

"This adtninistration has been 
seriously undermiiied by the rank 
and file (prison guards) which is 
under his supervision." 

The death certificate issued by 
Lho Duichess County medical 
examiner contained ttie notation 
"no anaiomical cause found 
péncl i ng toxicoJogis t /m i c roecopic 
studies report.’

Her class was particularly bad 
du ring reading scssions. We 
hnted bcing there to begin with, 
hecause we were not interested in 
what Mrs, Gross was saying. 
When Lhe reading-Hloud sessions 
came. we were frantic lo get out. 
We cüutd not rcad, and we did 
not want the rest of the dass to 
know it. The funny thing is that 
most of the others could not read, 
either, Still, you did not want 
them lo know it.

"ME AND SESSIE": LINDA HOPKINS 
RECREATES BESSIE SMITH ERA 


The highly praised Linda Hop¬ 
kin s' vehicle, Me and Sessie, that 
hold forth al tho Marines' Me¬ 
morie I Theatre in San Franc isco 
for sevcral weeks K was b disap- 
pointment more for what tl 
avoidcd than for what it more or 
less stn’cessfully aLlempted. 

Linda Hopkins, on whoin the 
show utmost totally depends, 
does an outstunding job with the 
material she has been given and 
conceïvcd, Bul Lhat's the trouble. 
Kor those of us with some 
fiunlliarity oT what it meanL to be 
a Black womarr entertainer in ihe 
1920s, devoted to Black musical 
express ion. Me and Bus aie doos 
not quitc make it, Too rmich of 
the oNsential elements in the life 
of Üessie Smith resulting from 
the blatant racism of the period is 
left out. 

A strikiug examplo of the 
compmmiaes Ihroughout Me and 
Bessic — that iguore the mnlL 
valing; experiences that provided 
Bessie Smilh with her singuUir 
ubility Lo interpret E.3 il- pain. the 
süffering and the pulsalmg rhy-

The refusal of a White hospitaI 
to take her in because she was 
Black following an automobile 
accident, wbieh really caused her 
deaih, is not even recounled.

From the outset Linda Hopkins 
makes it clear that she ts not 
Hess ie Smilh. nor is she at tempt- 
ing in be Hess ie Smith, This is 
forto na te because at tem pis lo 
roe realo legend s are doomed lo 
failure. Ms. Hopkins' purpose ts 
raiher lo recreate something of 
the atmosphere and music of the 
greatest early blues singer we 
have produceeL 

However, Ms, Hopkins' musi¬ 
cal forte is gospel p and this was 
made clear when ihe twm gospel 
numbers uicluded in ihe taxing 
list of Bessié Smith numbers she 
performed produced the most 
soul fut moments in the ihoalre al 
Lhe performance we saw, 

The blues is somelhing <]uite 
unique. requirmg that rare 
ability to combine a sustainud 
musical line, rhythmtc heal and 
almosphere wilh a poetic state- 
inent thal speaks directly to our 
mnermost daily strivings for 
h uiman dignity lhrough those that 
surmund us. 

Thi hitu H ^rvut BilliL' Hülhday 
had ihui ability and dcinonstrated 
it repeatedly, Many 'smatl- 
time," part-time performers on 
the Black cabaret eürcusL ihruugh- 
out the $ouLh had and have it. 
Some of our grandmothers and 
grand fathers have nr had it.

Head instructor Grog McKin- 
ney said that caiartial arts and Tae 
Kwon Do 'are a microcosm of 
society in the dojangs (studiosi.
